Men Angered by the Refusal of | 
Packers to Grant Them 
Higher Wages. 


Angered by the refusal of the meat pack - 
ing firms of the country to grant them an 
increase in wages the sausage makers, repre- 
sented by their executive officers and the 
Packing Trades council, voted at midnight 
to strike tomorrow morning. 

There are 5,000 sausage makers in the 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen—the organization that will have 
charge of the strike—and of these over 1,400 
are employed in the Chicago stockyards. The 
others are working in the various meat cen- 
ters of the country, the majority being in 
East St. Louis, Kansas City, and Omaha. 
Three weeks ago the men held their annual 
convention at Forty-seventh street and Ash- 
land avenue. The delegates decided to de- 
mand a wage increase of 25 cents a day. A 
committee, headed by Vice President C. E. 
Schmidt of Omaha, presented the demands 
to a committee of the superintendents of the | 
various packing firms two weeks ago. 


Reject Offer; Vote to Strike. 


A series of conferences followed and the 
superintendents tried to induce Schmidt to 
withdraw the request. When he refused 
they told him that it could not be granted. 
Other equally unsatisfactory meetings fol- 
lowed until yesterday afternoon, when the

packers offered to pay the piece workmen 


an increase of 1 cent, which would amount 
to 6 cents a day for about 130 employés. 
Over 1.200 sausage makers gathered at 
Cox's hall last night to consider the com- 
promise. Similar meetings were held through- 
out the country and all voted not to accept 
it. The advisability of a strike was then 
considered and the men decided to go out 
tomorrow morning.

One bid is the rule and two bids the exception in 
contracts for street improvements. 

Two firms do all the asphalt paying fer Chicago. 

Six or seven companies do all the macadam 
paving, and not more than one bids at a time. 

The number of street paving contractors willing 
to do business with the city is decreasing yearly. 


With these facts as a basis the council com- 
mittee investigating the alleged pool of pav- 
ing contractors began business yesterday 
with the board of local improvements. 
Every indication points to the existence 
of a combine. If the aldermen obtain proof 
they will ask the grand jury to act against 
the contractors supposed to be in a pool. 
Ald. Snow, Finn, Dever, Sitts, and O' Con- 
nell continued in session all the afternoon. 
They and the improvement board arranged 
to call in the small supply dealers and mall 
contractors unable or unwilling to enter com- 


ing the advance in the cost of street pave- 


ments. 


As a preliminary step the aldermen have 
asked the board to prepare a statement show- 
ing the increase in cost in recent years, both 
in the price of materials and in labor. The 
bidding sheet is expected to show whether 
any competitive bids are secured. Present 
information is that the number of bids never 
exceeds two. 

What t is hoped to discover is a system 
of bidding which gives the work equally to 
all the firms doing street paving. 


Two Firms Do Asphalt Work. 

In asphalt work only two concerns enter 
bids. These are the Barber Asphalt com- 
pany and the R. F. Conway company. In 
macadam work six or seven firms com- 
pete.“ These two lines of street improve- 
ment embrace nineteen-twentieths of the 
street improvements contracted for this year.

SAYS PARK BOARD BRED. 


| SALE OF BONDS IS CRITICISED BY 


DANIEL CRILLY, 


More Money Could Have Been ob- 
tained, Declares the Commissioner 
—Instead of Acquiring New Sites, 
$2,000,000 of Taxpayers’ Funds Is 
Tied Up in Banking Institutions for 
a Premium Less than the Already 
Accrued Interest, He Says. 


Although the other members of the South 
park board insist they made an excellent 
bargain in the recent sale of $2,000,000 park 
bonds, Commissioner Daniel Crilly yesterday 
made new criticisms of the deal. 

Mr. Crilly’s complaint is based as follows: 

As the securities draw interest from July 1. 
1903, they virtually were disposed of at a discount. 

The bonds should bring a premium, as they are 
of the highest class in the market. 

Better terms could have been obtained by waiting 
and advertising more extensively. The purchasers 
offer the bonds at a premium, thereby indicating 
the public is willing to pay more for them. 

Interest could have been saved and a better 
price obtained by buying the prospective park 
sites with the bonds direct or by issuing the 
securities in small private sales. 

Instead of the acquisition of new park 
sites, Mr. Crilly said, the south park 
board has tied up $2,000,000 of taxpayers’ 
money in banking institutions for a premium 
much less than the interest which already 
has accrued on the indebtedness.” 

Quotes Circular by Purchasers. 

In support of his contention the commis- 
sioner quotes the circular sent out by the 
purchasers, the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company, the First National bank, and N. 
W. Harris & Co., in which those of the long- 
est term, which expire July 1, 1923, are held 
at 104%. ’ 

These bonds are payable by a direct tax 
levied on all property within the south park 
district,“ the circular reads, including the 
central business portion and practically all 
the south side. The finances of the munici- 
pality are in excellent condition and on a 
cash basis.“ 

It is easy enough for a man to draw on 
his imagination and say what might have 
been done. The facts are that no municipal 
bonds recently have been sold, and we made 
a good bargain,” said Commissioner Walton. 


Money Much Needed, He Says. 

“It was getting to a time when we had to 
have the money or know where it was coming 
from,“ said Commissioner William Best. 
“The parks had been discussed for several 
months and the people were demanding that 
we do something.“ 

Probably some of the land for the new 
parks could have been paid for in bonds. 
Every one knows the difference between a 
cash purchase and a trade. We are desirous 
of getting big bargains in buying the sites 
and we can do much better with the money 
in hand than with the bonds to offer.“ 


DUNNING NURSES MAY STRIKE. 
More Pay Is Demanded by the Attend-

Dunning nurses have become discontented 
watching all the other employés at the Dun- 
ning institutions secure increased pay and 
higher wages. They are going to utilize their 
newly formed union to get an eight hour 
work day and a rate of 17½ cents an hour, 
with 2 cents an hour for overtime. The 
nurses now receive from $20 to $35 a month 
ahd board. 

The nurses will confer today with the 
finance committee of the county board, and 
unless their demands are complied with they 
threaten to strike. Whether they will leave 
without care the patients in the asylum they 
do not sax. 

Encouraged by the plumbers, plasterers, 
engineers, firemen, and drivers, all of whom 
have won increases in pay, the nurses have 
retained a legal adviser to promote their 


claims.

the treasury secret service and A. P. Pugh, 
assistant attorney of the interior department. 
These frauds are of enormous proportions, in- 
volving many thousands of acres of valuable candidates for the office of governor—else 
larids, which have come into the possession 
of rich and prominent land speculators, some 
of whom are ‘likely to be placed 
tentlary. 
Tue land laws limit the number of acres 
which a homesteader can purchase to 160 
acres. These speculators have, it is charged, 
i | employed dummies at a small fee ‘to pur- 
would. have, Geveloped inte a cycione that chase homesteads and turn them over to 
the speculators, This has been done on a 
large scale, several millions ot dollars hay-. 
ing been invested, and the speculators have: 
gained control of large tracts of land which 
should be held by individual settlers. 

Holding Up the Government. 

Another practice is to secure patented 
lands within forest reservations and then ex- 
change them for more valpable lands out- 
‘side. It is charged that some forest reserva- 
tions have been created for the benefit of 
these land speculators. United States com- 
missioners, registers, and receivers of land 
offices in the west and some officials here 
are charged with being largely responsible 
‘for these transactions. 
land under the timber and stone act are re- 
garded with suspicion and it is believed the 
speculators purchased the lands for specu- 
lative purposes instead of for their own use 
and benefit, as contemplated by the law. 
Another feature of the fraud is operated in 
the following manner: The speculators will 
purchase state lands which are likely to be 
purchased by the government for use 
forest reserves. These lands are pure 
at $1 and $2 per acre, and when the govern- 
ment proposes to buy them the price im- 
mediately Increases to $6 peracre. The fraud 
in these transactions consists in some official 
giving the information to the speculators of 
the Intention of the government to buy these 
lands.

that he is the victim of “a conviction of 
reincarnation such as is so common Among 
the insane that every asylum in the country 
has some examples of it.” This conviction, 
it says, has become fixed in his mind, so that 
it is “a ruling passion.” With this passion 
he combines “a capacity for business and 
the administration of affairs, a positive 
genius for organization, and a magnetism 
of personality that makes him an inter- 
esting subject for study and painstaking ia- 
vestigation, probably all the more so as 
the original of the chariot did not possess 
the qualities which characterize his rein- 
carnated successor—*“ the restorer.” The 
Medical News closes its diagnosis with 
the philosophical statement that “if the 
community generally should be brought 
to the realization of the true nature of the 
movement as a phenomenon of mental 
pathology much would be accomplished In 
making public opinion truer in the matter 
of the appreciation of mental disequilibra- 
tion generally, especially as regards legal 
complications.” 

The statement of this medical authority 
is interesting from a scientific standpoint, 
but the community of New York City does

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

RINCE JOSEPH LUBOMIRSKI, who 
has just suffered amputation of the 
leg at Paris, has for the last forty 
years been one of the most conspicuous 
and amusing figures of the French 
capital. Scion of one of the oldest houses 
of the Polish nobility, which was raised to 
princely rank by the German emperor in the 
seventeenth century, he was during his boy- 
hood a page of honor to Czar Nicholas I. and 
has published a volume of bis reminiscences 
as such. which has given great offense at 
St. Petersburg. Migrating to Paris during 
the palmiest days of the reign of Bmperor 
Napoleon and Empress Eugenie, he became 
a favorite at the court of the Tuileries and 
a member of that gay band of viveurs” 
headed by the Duc de Gramont Caderousee, 
On account of his avoirdupois he was nick- 
named .“ boule de suif” (ball of fat), and 
won much distinction by the invention of a 
new figure known as the pas de goret in 
the dance which was then the feature of the 
garden at Mabille, as it was subsequently of 
the Moulin rouge. 4 
The prince in 1877, finding himself in finan- 
cial difficulties, married the enormously 
wealthy widow of M. Boyer, anda story used 
to be current to the effect that the prince 
on the morning of his wedding day was de- 
layed in getting to church by an official 
effecting an entrance to his room before he 
had risen from his bed, and seizing then and 
there in behalf of his creditors the evening 
dress which he was about to don for the 
ceremohy. The prince was in despair, but at 
the last moment was rescued from his pre- 
dicament by the “ concierge” or janitor of 
the house. who paid the money necessary to 
release his clothes, thus enabling him to 
reach church in time for the ceremony, 
though a trifie late.

days of King Frederick the Great and even 
of his predecessor, King Frederick William I. 
An old general of the name of baron von 
Rohdich, who died in the latter end of the 
eighteenth century without any near relative, 
bequeathed his entire fortune to the regiment 
in which he had served up to the grade of 
colonel on the condition that it should enjoy 
the property only so long as its soldiers and 
officers retained the sugar loaf head dress 
as part and parcel of their uniforms, failing 
which the property was to go to the city of 
Berlin. Now this estate, which comprised 
at the time a stately mansion on the Pariser- 
platz, No. 3, and about $100,000, has become 
immensely valuable, and is used each year 
to supplement the meager pay of the com- 
missioned and noncommissioned officers of 
the regiment, which, as in the days of Fred- 
erick the Great and of his savage old father, 
remains the “corp d'élite of the German 
army. 

That is why this strange and old fashioned 
headgear, which is altogether out of keeping 
with the modern uniform of the First Regi- 
ment of Guards, has been retained as part 
and parcel of its full dress uniform.

CHARGES DENIED 
BY ECKERSALL. 


Chicago Player and His Father 
Answer the Statements 
Made to A. A. UL. 


CONFLICT OF EVIDENCE. 


Midway and Illinois Teams Are 
Preparing tor Their Game 
Tomorrow.. 


Walter H. Bekersall yesterday denied in 
emphatic terms the charges made against 
him in a morning paper, credited to Nathan 
W. MacChesney, a Michigan alumnus, Ecker- 
sall pronounced the charges false and de- 
clared they were willfully so. In addition to 
the young man’s statement Walter Eckersall 
Sr., father of the Chicago player, has made 
a signed statement pronouncing entireiy false 
other statements by MacChesney, to the 
effect that the latter assisted members of the 
Eckersall family in getting an education. 

The entire case, which has now become a 
famous one in western college athietics, has 
resolved itself largely into a question of 
veracity among the conflicting witnesses. 

N. W. MacChesney himself, however, yes- 
terday denied that he had authorized ali of 
the statements credited to him, and after a 
talk with Coach Stagg yesterday over the 
telephone the Michigan man sent the follow- 
ing communication to the Chicago coach: 

The story which appeared in a morning paper 
e not true. I have had nothing to say. and when 
Mr. Enler and Mr. Liginger came to my office I 
declined to talk, stating that you and Walter had 
satisfactorily explained anything that may have 
been said and that so far as | was concerned the 
incident was closed. I will de glad to join you 
in any statement to this effect if you think it 
necessary. NATHAN W. MACCHESNETY. 

It is now asserted that while MacChesney 
did not himself authorize the evidence given 
to the Amateur Athletic union the story 
credited as coming from him was told the 
A. A. U. Officials by others who had learned 
it from MacChesney. It would seem, there- 
fore, that it rests entirely with MacChes- 
ney whether the charges against Eekersall 
are to be taken up by the colleges. 


Denial by Eckersall Senior. 

‘The following statement was given out 
by Walter Eekersall Sr., yesterday: 

We wish to deny totally the statement that any 
one has aided us tn educating our daughter or —— 
of our five children. We have worked to give our 
children a good education and we should like the 
credit for it. We have sent two of our children 
to Armour institute and we paid for their tuition 
ourselves. Both of them now have good positions, 
one being a teacher in the public schools. We are 
all united now in giving Walter a college education 
and we are too independent to seek outside aid in 
doing It. WALTER ECKERSALL 8R. 


Walter Eckersall Jr. declared last night

“ confessed to L.acChesney that he hada 
salary and board agreement with the Univer- 


sity of Chicago.

Coach Stagg Talks. 

Coach Stagg reviewed the whole matter as 
follows: Three weeks ago Mr. MacChesney 
came to me with the charges which later 
were presented to the A. A. U. committee. 
We went over them together, and I denied 
them in detail, showing that there was 
absolutely no ifHegitimate relation existing 
between Eckersall and the university. Mr. 
MacChesney seemed convinced. He admiic- 
ted he was in error and said he would drop 
the matter. He also said he would write 
Mr. Bates of Michigan asking him to de- 
stroy a copy of the same charges which 
had been sent to him. Notwithstanding 
this, however, some other people had got 
bold of the charges, and they came to the 
A. A. U. officials. 

“According to what Mr. MacChesney said 
to me this afternoon, Messrs. Ehler and 
Liginger went to him and asked him to con- 
firm the charges. MacChesney says he re- 
fused to talk. It appears Liginger and 
Ebler, in taking their action against Ecker- 
sall on these charges, have wholly ignored 
the known policy of the university. They 
have taken these accusations without proof 
without, indeed, seeking proof by investi- 
gation at the university. 

I repeat, however, my statement of yes- 
terday, that we cannot take any cognizance 
of the action of the A. A. U. in this matter. 


It has no jurisdiction in colllege athletics. : 


Fickersall is eligible to compete under con- 
ference rules. None of the other colleges 
will think of protesting him on the ‘ evi-

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON CHANGE. | 


There is another quarrel on between 
trade and the inspection department, Rom 
sey & Co. recently recovered A car of corn 
inspected as No. 8 yellow. In the Rumseys’ 
judgment it was a high grade of No. 2 yel 
low. Reinspection in a case of this kind 
would not be satisfactory, because of the dé- 
lay, Mr, Rumsey referred the case to Presi- 
dent Chandler, asking him to devise some 
remedy for errors of this kind in grain in- 
spection, which, it is claimed, is working a 
great evi in the trade. In his communication 
to President Chandler Mr. Rumsey says: 

While we can sell the corn by sample for 
as much (disregarding the state inspection) 
as though it had inepected No. 2 yellow, the 
commission merchant is wronged in having 
to report it as passed for No. 3 yellow, and 
the shipper feels that he has been swindled, 
which he is in many cases when the buyer 
will not pay as much for No. 8 as for No. 2, 
though it be equal. Also, much damage is 
often done to the country shipper, in case 
of calling a reinspection, in the decline of the 
market while waiting for the reinspection 
to take place. This is only one of many 
cases occurring almost daily both on corn 
and oats.” Replying to the communication, 
President Chandler said: 
of section 17 of rule Af of the rules of the 
board of trade of the city of Chicago, creat- 
ing @ grain committee and defining its du- 
ties, do not permit an appeal from the in- 
spection by the state, under the law. In 
addition I beg to say that it is not within 
the ‘province of the grain committee, as de- 
fined by the section referred to, to review 
the inspection of the state inspection de- 
partment. Therefore, the state inspection 
of the car of corn referred to in your letter 
cannot be disregarded. The only recourse, 
as laid down by the law, is to appeal under 
the provisions of the law in this regard.

state grain inspection department.” 


Through the early part of the wheat 
movement on this crop, while primary re- 
ceipts -were much smaller than for the cor- 
responding time last year, the shipments 
from primary markets were even smaller in 
proportion, the result of the light export 
demand and the fact that country millers 
were buying their supplies direct in the coun- 
try more generally perhaps than usual. Re- 
cently the demand on supplies in primary 
markets has increased, and it was a notable 
fact yesterday that for the first time in the. 
crop year the shipments exceeded the re- 
ceipts, being 925,000 bu, compared with 905,- 
000 bu. As receipts a year ago were 1,207,- 
000 bu against shipments of 515,000 bu, there 
was a comparative gain in shipments over 
receipts of nearly 700,000 bu. The increase 
in shipments may be only temporary, but 
the wheat bulls account for it on the theory 
that millers are no longer getting sufficient 
supplies in the country and have had to go 
to primary markets for their wants, and they 
expect the demand to continue. 

The Schwabacher estimate on provision 
stocks at the close of this week shdws 10,000 
bris pork, a decrease since Oct. 1 of 17,600 
bris; 83.500 tes of lard, a shrinkage of 27,400 
tes; 33,500,000 Ibs of ribs, an increase of 5,500, -

The increased movement of grain in the 
northwest is given as the reason. 

Chicago Banks Financially Sound. 

President J. B. Forgan of the First National 
bank of Chicago said yesterday that his insti- 
tution had not been officially notified of the 
failure of the First National bank of Alle- 
gheny, Pa., and that his only knowledge 
came from the newspapers. He added that 
the Allegheny bank had a sma! lance with 
the First National as its Chi correspond- 
ent, but otherwise he knew nothing of its 
affairs. 

I do not look for the present difficulties of 
the banks extending west.“ continued Presi- 
dent Forgan. As to the Chicago banks, 
there is not the slightest cause for anxiety. 
Banking here has beén carried on along the 
most conservative lines. 


Small Money Orders Questionable. 

Chicago bankers do not seem impressed 
with the plan proposed at the American 
Bankers’ association in San Francisco for a 
bankers’ money order system. L. P. Hill- 
year, cashier of the American National bank 
of Macon, Ga., made the suggestion. 

It is questionable,“ said a well known 
banker, “‘ whether the banks of the country 
would be willing to form a combination for 
small money orders, in opposition to the 
system of the postoffice and express com- 
panies. Such a system, to have any stand- 
ing, would have to be international. In 
Canada the banks have such a system, as 
they also have in Texas, but it is an open 
question if it would pay the large banks 
throughout the United States to take up 
such a plan.”

CUT IN THE GRAIN RATES 
ARO USES EAST BOUND ROADS. 


New Tariff of the Toledo, St. Louis and 
Western on Freights to the Seaboard 
Will Not Be Met. 


East bound roads are aroused by the dis- 
covery that the Toledo, St. Louis and West- 
ern railroad has made a cut in the grain rates 
from St. Louis to the Atlanticseaboard of 1% 
cents a 100 pounds. The regular rate from 
St. Louis to New York on grain for export 
is 16% cents. The new tariff of the Toledo, 
St. Louis and Western is 15 cents, or only 
1 cent above the Chicago rate, instead of 2% 
cents, the agreed difference. Some of the 
competitors of the Toledo, St. Louls and 
Western at first were inclined to meet the 
reduced rate, but word came from the eastern 
trunk, lines that the reduction must not be 
made, as they would refuse to participate in 
any through rate at less than regular tariff. 
It has, therefore, been agreed by all the 
lines to ignore the Toledo, St. Louis and 
Western’s rate and adhere to the regular 
tariff. 

It is probable, however, that some of the 
other weak lines, when they find the 
“Clover Leaf is getting an undue share of 
the business, will kick over the traces and 
also publish the reduced rate. In that event 
the strong lines may find it necessary to fol- 


low suit. 


Chicago-Omaha Roads Are Aroused. 

Considerable friction exists among the Chi- 
cago-Omaha roads on account of the action 
of the Chicago Great Western putting in a 
proportional tariff on all grain originating 
west of Omaha. This means that the grain 
from points west of the Missouri river can 
be brought into Omaha and be sent eastona 
through rate from the point of origin. The 
difference between the local and proportional 
rate between Omaha and Chicago is 7 cents 
for 100 pounds., This, it is asserted, will 
build up a large grain trade at Omaha.

DECLARED SCHOOL OFFICIALS 
CANNOT LOSE IN COURTS. 


Attorney A. R. Shannon Maintains 
That Bducational Property is Real- 
ly Owned by the State, Although 
Controlled by Men Appointed by 
City—Cites. Constitution as Proof 
That Special Assessment Tax Can~- 
not 7 Collected by Chicago. 


if you have a claim against the board of 
education which that body does not recog- 
nize charge it to profit and loss. Do not 
sue the board, because you cannot do 80 
successfully. 

This advice is given by Angus R. Shannon, 
assistant attorney for the board, who filed a 
brief yesterday in answer to the claim of 
tne city for a special assessment tax levied 
against school property. Attorney Shannon's 
argument, based on the constitution of I- 
nois and the decisions of the courts, is as 
follows: 

School property, while under the manage- 
ment and control of the board of education, 
appointed by the city, is in reality the prop- 
erty of the state of IIunois. The constitution 
prohibits any citizen or corporation from 
bringing suit against the state without the 
latter’s consent. Therefore the board of edu- 
cation cannot be sued, the attorney con- 
a because it is in effect a state institu- 

on. 


Redress for Injuries Lacking. 

Although these deductions were made to 
apply only to the issues involved in the 
special assessment suit, the attorney's logic 
leads to the assertion tha a person injured 
by an accident in a school building has no 
redress. The city is not liable, not being the 
owner of the property, and damages cannot 
be collected from the state. This point is 
said to have been covered by the Illinois 
Supreme court. 88 

Ot the special assessment levied against 
the school property by the city the attorney’s 
argument may be epitomized as follows: 

“The city has no authority to tax the 
property of the state. If the board of edu- 
cation paid the tax the members voting the 
appropriation would be liable for the recov- 
ery of the sum so paid, and might, if intent 
was established, be open to criminal prosecu- 
tion. If the board refused to pay the tax 
the assessment would be futile, because the 
propérty could not be sold for the tax. 


Objects to Prosecution. 
That is a sufficient answer to the criti- 
cism that the board was obstinate in con- 
testing the special assessments,“ said Presi- 
dent Harris. Not only was it not our duty 
to pay this tax but we were without au- 
thority to pay it, The members of the board 
have no desire for prosecution and possible 
indictment.”* j
